When Squire Josiah Sampson built 
this elegant home in the early 1800's, 
_the townspeople of Cotuit promptly 
dubbed the house “Sampson’s Folly.” 
Besides a ballroom, the spacious 
dwelling boasted an unheard-of 
luxury for the times, an inside bath- 
room containing an iron tub from 
which water drained out through a 
long pipe beneath the kitchen floor. 
During the War of 1812, when Red 
Coats threatened the Cape, the Squire 
ordered all the family silver packed 
into a highboy, the whole thing then 
buried in the backyard. The Red 
Coasts never appeared but Lower 
Cape men marched past the house 
on their way to the defense of Fal- 
mouth.
